the distinguished visitor. "There was 
an Immense congregation that day In 
tho abbey nnd when the service was 
over we stood up waiting a long time 
to pass out through the rails. But In- 
stead of dispersing by the outer door 
the people all turned eastward nnd 
flocked toward 
the 
altar, pressing 


closer and closer up to the sacrailum. 
The chances of getting out became 
less nnd less, and I turned to Tenny- 
son and said: 'I don't know what all 
this menus, but wo seem so hemmed 
In that it is useless to movo yet.'

pered: 'I don't think they will go. sir. 
so long ns your friend stands there.' 
Ot course I snw tit once what was
